Wr. John Arnold, secretary of the 
Hongkong, Cantona and Macao 
Steamship Company who hasbeen 
on holidsy at Home for six 
months. Prior to his departure, 
Mr. Arnold, in an interview, said 
that primarily his wisi to Great 
Britain was to place orders for 
new tonnage for his company. 
Thesteamers of his fleat were be- 
tween 2,000 and 3,000 tons re 
gister, and of naceasity had to be 
shallow-draft. He was desirous 
that the.drder for this new 
tonnage should be placed in 
British yards, and consequently 
during bis business holiday he 
visited most of the shipbuilding 
establishments to make inquiries 
tegatdine the placing of this 
order. He waa, however, retura- 
ing ta Hongkong via Canade, 
witbout having placed the order 
owing to the present labour con- 
ditions Ip the firs: place he was 
told by the shipbuilders concerned 
that they could not really pro- 
mise delivery within a stated 
per'od owing to the fact that they 
never. knew whena strike would 
break out amongs: their workers. 
The factors which decided him 
in not giving out the order wera, 
first. the prohibitive prices de 
manded : secondly. the uncertain- 
ly as to when the ship would be 
delivered by the builders; and, 
thirdly, the difficulty of taking 
oat a vessel of that sire in ballast. 
He was told by a number ot shiv- 
building firms that tkey could 
promise the ship for fifteen 
months. but if strikes oceurred it 
might possibly be two years 
(before they could deliver the 
ship, whereas out in Hongkoag 
if the company promised delivery 
within & certain time they 
always had» delivery  withia 
the period stipulated. In con- 
[sequence of not being able to 
iplace the order with British firms 
lit would probably go to the Hong- 
{kong and Whampo Dock Com- 
ipany, which had already built 
jseeeral steamers for them of be- 
tween 2,000 and 3,000 tons. which 
tbad given entire satisfaction and 
were still runniog. 

It was twenty years since he 
had last visized England and he 
found ‘things had considerably 
changed, and that industry was 
absolutely ruled by labour, whish 
he chonght was not to the advan- 
tage of what labour sneeringly 
italled “ bloated capitalism.”

. ~ Powers’ Attitude To China. 

The text of the resolution adopted by the Far Eastern Com- 
mittee is as follows: ‘Ht is the firm intention of the Powers attend. 
ing the Conference, firstly, to respect the savereignty. inde. 
pendence, territorial and administrative integrity of China; second 
tx, to provide the fullest unembarrassed opportunity for China to 
develop and maintain an effective stable government; thirdly, to 
nse their influence for the purpose of edectually establishing and 
maintaining the principle of equal cppartunity for the commerce 
and industry of all nations throaghoat Chinese territory; fourthly, 
to refrain from taking advantage of the present conditiona in order 
to seek special rights and privileges abridging the Tights of snb- 
jects of friendly States; also to refrain. from countenancing any 
action inimical toe the security of such States.” 

Intentions Clearly Formulated. 

The Committee's resolution is regarded as a substantial advance 
in the work of the Conference, inasmuch as it clearly formulates 
the intentions of the Great Powers t:wards China, Hitherto the 
delegates have talked of the “Open Door” and “Chinese integrity” 
without specifying very clearly what they mean. 
point ont that the previous declarations never included administra- 
tive integrity in the general question of Chinese sovereignty. The 
resolation was passed after discussion lasting two hours. The 
Chinese delegates leit the Conference mere hopefol of fruitful 
results. The Powers share many divergencies of opinion, which will 
probably be evidenced in pending debates on other Chinese que3- 
tions; but it is believed that as they are agreed on the general for- 
mulatisn of principles they will agree to compremise on the 
differences. o 

> The Japanese Delegation. 

Baron Shidehara’s condition has not shown improvement. 
Whilst it is not regarded aa sericus he may be unable to resume work 
az a delegate atthe Conference.

NEARLY ALL YOUNG MEN. 

The personnel of the battalion 
was interesting. The vast majority 
are young men; one learned that 
gee were pone younger than 19. 

On the other band, there was a 
sprinkling of men of middle years, 
andthe average age was stated to 
ba 25. With the exception of ane or 
two who wore the uniform of the 
Irish Volunteers, the men were 
clad in plain clothes. The day 
was wet; they were muddied and 
clearly 
enthusiastic and keen to show 
themselves creditably before their 
criefs. They came from many 
spheres of life—shopkeepers, 
artisans, atudents, and a big pro- 
portion of country lads, who came 
from places as far as 14 miles 
distant. 

One Jearned thet the attendance 
was notexceptionally large and 
further that three parades were 
held daring the week in addition 
to the Sunday parade. I tound 
amongst the volunteers a con- 
siderable number of ex-Service 
‘men. From the point of view of 
training this leavening of ex- 
Service men is found valuable. 
They make the most effective 

officers, and to their presance is 
probably due the fact that the 
whole training is based on that of 
the British Atmy. A large pro- 
portion of those on parade bad 
taken part in the fighting .in 
Tretand. 


AN EPFECTIVE REVOLVER

There are, perhaps, = few 
thousand Londoners who care 
for London of the future,’and a 
few hundreds with -anything 


:[approashing a vision of what it 


ought to be like. A Londoner 
abo is grateful for the London 
he walks in, conscious of its 
shortcomings but intensely alive 
to its grave charm, ~iil close this 
“composite volume with some 
embarrassment. Ought he to be 
the more thank/al that 19 expert 
gentlemen possess the opport- 
anity to write as well as to 
imagine, or that the few hundreds 
are free to imagine without the 
chance of writing ? _ 

-All the 19 are animated by a 
love of London, bot they can 
hardly find a good word ¢ for 
London, 28 it exists. Once is 
tempted, aftet studying their 
shygsestions for grandiose altera 
tidn, to manipulate a familiar 
passage in Pride and Prejudice.” 
and so bring Jane Austen iste 
harmoay with one’s immediate 
feeling. Miss Bingley if she had 
been a member of the London 
Society, might bave said. “I 
sbould like London infinitely 

[better if it ware carried on in a 
different manner; but there is 
sometbing insufferably tedious in 
the usual process of such & town, 
Jt would surely be much more 
rational if improvement instead 
of contentment made the order 
of the day.” Ard her brother, 
not being a member of the London 
Society, would reply, “ Moen 
more rational, my dear Caroline, 
Tdare say; butit would not be 
near so much like London.” 

Unanimity is not frequent,’ nor 
wag it to be expected in such a 
book.” But on one subject the 
writers are agreed. That is the 
subject of Charing Cross Bridge. 
Thes delight in calling that mas- 
sive structure by -bad names. It 
isan “absurdity,” an. “appalling 
mischance.” aod Sir Aston Webb 
approvingly quotes the Dean of 
St. Paul's to the. effect that the 
‘blawing op of the bridze would be 
anexcellent National War Memo- 
rial. Oo the other hand, nobody 
mentions as-an instance of how 
aesthetic. doctors will disagree 
the dictum ofa leader of the “new 
schcol” in art that, while the 
other Thames bridges are nothing 
in particular, Charing Cross does 
betray a sort of rectangular 
dignity. This may be unimpor- 
tant in itself—and, indeed, most 
of us willbe on tre side of the 
London Society in the dispute—

Londoners of the future may 
regard our architectural blessings 
and curses with eyes quite diffez- 
ent from onrown? . 


LONDOS'S HOMELINESS. 


, Lord Crewe and Lord Meath 
appaarto have something of the 
kind i their mirdsa when thes 
put in their diverse pleas for cau- 
tion in choosing the path tn an 
ideal London. . Though Lord 
Crewe does not keep his pen off 
‘ hearing Cross Bridge, be says:— 
“In the reorganization of London 
we cannot stand still, ard we 
ought not to stand still: but we 
can advance with reverence and 
sea to it that the immemorial 
spirit of Landon does not suffer 
amid the rush and stress of our 
modera life.” atthe same time 
he deprecates embarking on 
“piecemeal changes which can 
hamper, or even forbid, improve 
ments On a great scale which our 
wise forefathers would have wel- 
comed.” Lard Meath, again find- 
ing in London's “homeliness” its 
greatest attraction, warns us 
against doing anything “which 
may destroy or weaken those 
indescribable qualities associated 
with .homo ion the mind of every 
troe ‘man and woman.” 


- To sll this tte otber writers 
would most certain’y subscribe. 
Tt is the individual fault of nane 
of them that th ir book, read at a 
stretch, conveys the impression 
that “not only -Cbaring Cross 
Bridge. but practically the whole 
of existing London might well be 
blown up to clesr the sround-for 
the London of thefature. A wise 
reader will bear in mind that, 
after all, it is the Londan of the 
fiture which is it question; in 
other wotd-, that everybody bax 
felt at liberty to exercise his

The roads of L:ndon call for 


us that the existing main 
roads, which were adequate & 
century ago for a community of 
one million souls, have now to 
serve the needs of over seven 
millions, we can call in everyday 
experience to enforce the impli- 
cation. New, wider, and better 
arranged, roads we mu-é get with 
as. little delay as possible if the 
traffic of London ia not to be 
brought to a standstill Con- 
feronces and transport commit- 
tees, even the London Society 
itself, have led to a clearer public 
understandings of where these 
roads may be most protitably cut. 
Mr. Rafies Davison makes & 
shrewd his at oor arterial poverty 
in the observation that 
“fine avenues of approach to 
London from the onatside are 
Badly lacking, and that “it is 
curious we should fiad one of our 
best in the Mile End-road in the 
East End.” : , 


LUCEY EaST END. 


Nor is this the onls respect in 
which the East End 13 rather 
lucky. a Bishop cf Chester, 
writing in his former capacity as 
Bishop of Stepney, desctibes the 
district with a contagious glow of 
enthosiagm. ‘ndeed, he goes far 
to convey that, though “ East 
London deserves ta be restored,” 
be is not so very dissatisfied as it 
stands. He thinks, as we all 
think, that the river views might 
be opened up, and invites os to 
“see it, as I once saw it, from 
some high building in Blackwall, 
all burnished uronze, with two or 
three sailing barges floating 
quietly on its surface.” He is 
discontented, of course, with the 
housing of the poor, and troubled 
by the conglomeration of alien 
settlers. His claim of Easc Lon- 
don for the Londoner would lead 
us into foreign spheres of con- 
troversy; the preseut are sufficient 
to goon with. 


The development of the Surrey 
side: here is another of the rela~ 
tively immediate reforms. Mr. 
Paul Waterhouse has a plan of 
his’ very own evolving, whieb in- 
cludes a “lagoon dock” to pre- 
serve the. business side of the 
river without preventing an 
embankment road. Apparently 
he hardly expects agreement from 
other members of the Londoo 
Society, and she ordinary man 
would require a good deal of 
educationin such a scheme. But 
atleast Mr. Waterhouse is justi- 
fied in the declaration that, 
“whether we pay any attention 
lta the development of tbe Surrey 
said or uot, the Surrey 
side will be developed,” and in 
insisting [23 was done in the 
“Art in Common Lite .” discus- 
sion) that tbe arrival’ of the 
County Council Hall at West- 
minster Bridge assures the 
improvement of the mesnly 
occupied sites im its immediate 
seighbourbood, Mr. Waterhouse 
believes in s noble fature for the 
Surrey ride, and talks so ardently 
of new avenues and new stations 
that one feels a little lost there, 
as though the tremendous change 
had already occurred. | 


“PAR T’O BIG.” 


Mr. Raymond Unwin holds 
that London is “already far too 
big,” but faile to satiefy us, 50 
generously does he avail himself 
of the futura as a ground for 
imaginative decentralization, that 
it can be Jessened jast yet. 
According to Mr. Davidge, Queen 
Elizabeth. was appalled at the 
prospect of London’s growth. 
In her reign it war 
enacted that an open space 
of three miles should be main- 
tained all round the city, on 
which po building whatever 
should be allowed. Presumably 
this statute cannot be enforced 
now, but Mr. Unwin supposes it 
pos-ible to reserve # belt of open 
space a mile wide around tbe 
present London. .

FAR EASTERN SHIPPING 
SERVICES. 


—_—_— 


Reported Agreement Between 
German and English Lines. 


The Hamburg correspondent of 
the Deutsche Berguerks Zeitung, 
who is usually well-informed, 
states that events bave just taken 
place in international shipping 
which may be of decisive impor- 
tance in connection with the re- 
sumption of German world traffic. 
Asis known, an agreement ox- 
isted before the war betwean the 
German and English shipping 
companies which were interested 
in shipping in the Far East, 
under which competition in the 
Eastern waters waa tg ba exciad- 
qe. Joint agreements were in 

orce in regard to the steamers to 

be placed. is the service, the 
departure of the ships and the 
ports of eal. 

This so-called East Asiatic 
conference, as it was termed, has 
been renewed, the correspondent 
states, between the German and 
the English companies, and thus 
groups in both countries ‘bave 


joined hands for the first time { 


since the war. But the renewal 
ia of particular iroportanca for 
German shippiog, inasmuch as 
the Hamburg-American and the 
North German Lloyd companies 
appear as the contracting parties 
in relation to’ the English 
group, and thus testify that the 
former antitheses between these 
two companies, arising from 
the different interpretation of 
the German-American shipping 
agreements, belong to the past. 
The contracting party .oo the 
British sido is. the Bueknall 
Steamship Company of London. 
The new arrangement is for the 
establishment of a joint service to 
the Far East, in which both the 
German companies and the Eng- 
lish company willplace theirown 
sbips. As the completion of 
new ships for the Sig: under- 
takings in Germany is actively 
progressing, the companies will 
be able to begin the new service 
with their own sbipa. The service 
ie the result of a friendly ander- 
standing within the scope: fthe 
pre-war covference. At first it 
will be a freight service with 
limited passenger accommodation 
and it will be inaugurated either 
by the end of this year or at the 
beginning of 1922. A number of 
new sbips will be available to 
both the German companies for 
this purpose by next spring at the 
‘atest 

The question arises, the corres- 
pondent proceeds to state, as to 
whether it:will he possible for 
the naw German-English ander- 
taking to make a tri-ndly 
arrangement with the other 
companies which are interested 
in the Bastern-traffic, so that the 
mutual competition in freighte 
which ig pow protseding may be 
brovght toaciese. It was only 
a short time ago thet the English 
shipping companies reduced the 
froight rates b> India by“40 per 
cent. for cargo sccording to 
weight and 25 per cent. for 
that according to measurementin 
order to. meet foreign rivalry, 
especially of German companies. 
The latter then not only. adapted 
their rates to those of the Znglish 


| 


a. favourable impressi ion §6=o in 
England, the more so as the 
English companies took it amiss 
thet the German-American 
shipping agreements were 
assuming a favourable develop- 
ment, and therefore the danger 
existed that the German com- 
panies would also co-operate with 
the U.S. companies in services to 
theEsst. Inorderto avoid this 
the correspondent asserts that 
tbe English companies have 
preferred to renew the so-called 
East Asian conference agreement, 
and by the acceptance of the 
British proposal Germsn shipping 
bas afforded the proof thst is is 
by no mesos disinclined to enter 
into friendly understanding with 
English competitive undertakings 
in order to obviate superfluous 
rivalry in the present time: of 
gonerel freight depression. 

A mistake will certainly no’ be 
made, the correspondent con- 
cludes, io assuming that both the 
contracting parties will put .

Give Credits to Customers: 

Many of tho suggestions for 
dealing with unemployment are 
good in themselves, but they have 
the weakness that thay are not 
immediately practicable. What 
is needed is'some plan that will 
not merely find work for a few 
thousand men. at tha most on 
jobs that cas ba only of temporary 
duration, but some scheme which 
will set international trade into 
perpetual motion, writes Mr. 
Philip Snowden. 

Every unemployment crisis is 
due to the dislocation of foreign 
trade. To a greater extent than 
ever in the past this is true of 
the present trade. stagnatios. 
The Home market is supported in 
a very large measure by those 
who, in normal times, derive their 
purchasing power from oar export 
and import trade. 

The problem is mainly one of 
restoring our foreign trade. Oar 
problem isthe problem of every 
country where unemployment is 
abnormal. International trade is 
the exchange of commodities. If 
® country cancot buy it cannot 
sell. If thaContinental countries 
which formerly purchased the pro- 
ducts of our factories ste ty be- 
come our customers once more 
they must ba enabled to set their 
own industries going ¥o that 
they can bay our goods. 

They need our products more 
than aver. .1f theirdemand could 
be made effective we should have 
some years of such booming trade 
as we have never experienced. 


th 
nations- would be abls-to-pay-for 
their importa by exports, But: 
that did not happen because, from 
many causes, the continental 
countrios were notable to 
and therefore could nat import. 
The only way to set the ex. ~~ 
changes right is to restore the 
batance of m nation’s trade, so 
that importa will be paid for by” 
etports, Trade cannot be done 
with a country whoss currenoy -- 
ts not stable. 

The problam of immediate 
urgency isto give the countries _ 
who want our goodaa substitute 
for thea exports which in normal 
times they sent in exchange.

The idenof thisseheme 
is that necessitous nations, with 
approved securities, may pledge 
these securities to enable them to 
Boance essentin! imports. It is 
sn ambitions scheme, but its one 
drawback is that it will take a 
considerable time to get it into 
working order. Moanwhile, un- 
employment grows, and assumes 
very menaciog aspects, Some . 
credit scheme is needed te supple- 
ment the Ter Meclen scheme, 
which can be pt inte operatioa 
without delay. The financing of 
trade is in the bands of the banks 
and Gnancial corporations. They 
have ell the machinery ready. 
The individoal banks vill not un- 
dertake the risk of giving credits” 
to finance business with imporer- 
ished countries, which cannot 
oferimmediate or early payment. 
Bar the risk which an individual 
bank canno} under:aka may be. * 
come a very small risk by spread> 
ing is overa wider area, . 

British traders, is like manner, . 
cannot be expected to give credirs 
for an indefinite period to foreign 
customers, and torisk the floctua- 
tions of the exchanges. A -syn- 
dicate of British banks and finance 
houses, however, as proposed by 
Sir Edeard Mountain, scting in 
co-operation with similer syndic- 
ates in foreign countries, and 
backed by the support of the 
respec:ive Governments, could 
easily arrange aschemeof credits 
toreputable business honses. The 
risk of altimate loss on such 
transactions would be very amall. . 
A ‘moderate insurance preniam 
would cover any sach risk. 

FURTHER GUARASTEES, 

Such a scheme as this is the 
labricant which is needed to set 
the wheels of interoational trade 
going once more. I donot fora 
moment suggest that this is all. 
that is needed. Political policy 
enters largely into the problem of 
international trade. There will 
have to be some guarantee that 
nations are going to stop insane 
military adventures and devote . 
themselves to nations! recon- 
struction. Bot ssa plen for im- 
mediately setting foreizn trade in 
motion this is the most practical, 
and would be the most effective. 

Such « scheme as this has this 
Great advantage over plans for - 
fiading employment on national 
schemes of reconstruction. The 
latter can ooly be set up sfter 
mach delay in preparation, acd 
they would only afford very 
Hmited employment. Such 
schemes of national reconstruc- 
tion ran very essary but not 
as relief works. tting forsi, 
trade going by international 
credits has this advantage, too, 
over relief works, that it will 
soon bring & more than equal 
valun of commodities into the 
world trade, andthus avoid.one . 
of the great dangers of inflation, -
